The  Saugus  Board  of  Selectmen:  Chairman  Peter  Rossetti  Jr.,  Vice  Chairman  Michael 
Kelleher,  Janette  Fasano,  Stephen  Horlick,  and  Michael  Serine  All  Board  Members  will 
serve  in  office  until  the  November  2007  election. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  58  public  meetings  in  FY  2006.  19  Regular 
meetings  and  39  special  meetings. 

They  renewed  23  all  alcohol,  6  beer  &  wine,  7  clubs,  1  seasonal  and  6  all 
alcoholic  package  store  licenses.  The  Board  also  approved  the  sale  of  cordials  &  liqueurs 
to  4  establishments. 

The  Board  also  renewed  2  Class  I,  18  Class  II  and  3  Class  III  auto  dealer's 
licenses;  5  valuable  goods;  9  taxi  cabs;  92  Common  Victualed s  licenses;  and  approved 
renewal  of  82  coin  operated  devices;  8  juke  boxes;  2  skating  rinks,  31  entertainment 
licenses;  2  fortune  tellers;  2  transient  venders;  and  26  Extended  Hours  of  Operation 
Permits;  and  issued  2  new  Class  II  Licenses;  2  new  Common  Victualed  Licenses;  2  new 
coin  operated  devices;  and  1  new  juke  box. 

The  Board  approved  Special  Permits  (S-2)  including  salons,  drive  through 
windows,  contractor's  yard,  fitness  establishments,  dry  cleaners,  approved  attachment  of 
antennas,  and  approved  a  six  month  extension  for  quarry  operations  at  Aggregate 
Industries  a/k/a  Bardon  Trimount. 

The  Board  held  interviews  and  made  many  appointments  to  various  boards  and 
commissions  including  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Cable  Commission,  Canine  Officers, 
Library  Board  of  Trustees,  Board  of  Registrars  and  Veterans  Graves  Officer.  The  Board 
also  reappointed  constables. 

The  Board  dealt  with  many  resident/citizen  issues  including  traffic;  &  drainage. 

The  Board  dealt  with  many  other  issues  such  as:  sewer  and  continued  work  on  the 
ACO;  and  negotiated  a  new  cable  contract  with  Comcast  and  established  a  PEG  Access 
Board  of  Incorporators  that  established  Saugus  Community  Television,  Inc.  with  a  Board 
of  Directors,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  to  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Saugus  Cable 
Studio.  The  Board  met  with  Saugus  Delegates;  and  met  with  the  School  Committee  as  the 
"Joint  Committee  on  School  Buildings"  that  developed  and  submitted  3  applications  for 
SBA. 

The  Board  met  several  times  regarding  the  Town  budget  and  reviewed  the  Town's 
financial  situation.  The  Board  called  for  a  Special  Election  on  4/24/07  and  approved  a 
general  override  question,  but  it  did  not  pass.  The  Board  and  Town  Meeting  successfully 
petitioned  the  State  for  Special  Legislation  to  allow  Saugus  to  join  the  GIC  1  year  earlier.

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Saugus  Public  Schools 
Annual  Report 
2007 

Two  thousand  and  seven  proved  to  be  an  eventful  year  for  the  Saugus  Public  Schools. 
From  the  arrival  of  the  audit  team  from  the  Office  of  Educational  Quality  and 
Accountability  (EQA),  to  playing  a  different  opponent  on  Thanksgiving  Day  (Chelsea), 
things  were  different. 

The  EQA  is  an  independent  agency  created  by  the  legislature  to  examine  many  of  the 
factors  that  affect  student  achievement.  To  accomplish  this  task  the  EQA  first  analyzed 
how  Saugus'  students  did  on  the  MCAS  tests,  both  in  the  aggregate  and  in  subgroups.  It 
then  examined  critical  factors  that  affected  student  performance  in  six  major  areas: 
leadership,  governance,  and  communication;  curriculum  and  instruction;  assessment  and 
program  evaluation;  human  resource  management  and  professional  development;  access, 
participation,  and  student  academic  support;  and  financial  and  asset  management 
effectiveness  and  efficiency. 

The  EQA  audit  occurred  in  October.  A  team  of  six  educators,  led  by  Paula  Hutton,  the 
Coordinating  Examiner,  spent  four  days  in  the  Saugus  Public  Schools.  Prior  to  their 
arrival,  committee  members  reviewed  a  myriad  of  documents  supplied  by  the  school 
department  and  the  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education.  While  in  the 
district,  the  committee  conducted  interviews  with  members  of  the  school  committee,  the 
district  leadership  team,  school  administrators,  and  teachers.  The  group  carried  out 
several  classroom  observations,  and  continued  to  evaluate  documentation  asked  for  as  a 
result  of  on-site  activities. 

Overall,  the  district  did  not  fare  very  well.  Although  this  sounds  like  a  tired  refrain,  the 
EQA  team  found  that  many  of  the  problems  are  directly  related  to  budget  issues.  The 
audit  team  made  three  recommendations  which  are  very  far  reaching.  They  are  as 
follows: 

1 .  Restore  central  office  positions  in  the  area  of  curriculum,  instruction,  and 
assessment.  Presently  the  district  has  nobody  working  in  these  areas,  which  denies 
the  district  leadership  and  support  in  the  most  important  areas  of  education. 

2.  Restore  support  structure,  grades  K-12,  in  curriculum  alignment,  and  place  rigor 
back  in  the  area  of  instruction. 

3.  Institute  and  effective  evaluation  system  compliant  with  state  law  to  ensure  the 
quality  of  education. 

The  full  report  can  be  viewed  at  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent,  in  the  Roby  School,  at 
23  Main  Street. 

The  FY07  budget  presented  problems,  mostly  due  to  the  financial  situation  in  the  town 
caused  by  the  health  insurance  crisis.  Town  meeting  voted  to  appropriate  $22,479,3 14  to 
the  schools.  This  was  short  of  a  level  service  budget  by  $135,000  and  did  not  include  the 


cost  of  four  additional  teachers  hired  to  staff  the  modular  classrooms  that  had  been 
installed  at  the  Lynnhurst  and  Veterans  Elementary  Schools.  The  school  department  was 
assured  at  town  meeting  that  the  town  side  would  cover  these  expenses.  Unfortunately, 
such  was  not  to  prove  to  be  the  case.  In  December  of  2006,  the  town  manager  informed 
the  superintendent  that  he  would  have  to  take  $30,000  back  from  the  schools  to  help 
offset  the  health  insurance  deficit.  Later  on,  he  also  informed  the  superintendent  that  the 
town  would  not  be  able  to  cover  either  the  level  services  deficit  or  the  cost  of  the  four 
additional  teachers.  In  order  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  caused  by  these 
developments,  the  superintendent  froze  the  budget  as  of  February,  and  allowed  no 
discretionary  spending.  These  steps  resulted  in  the  school  department  staying  within  its 
appropriated  budget,  but  they  had  a  negative  impact  on  the  quality  of  the  educational 
program  presented  to  the  students.  This  will  have  to  be  addressed  in  the  very  near  future. 

Under  the  conditions  of  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  law,  each  district  and  each  school 
within  the  district  must  demonstrate  that  adequate  yearly  progress  (AYP)  is  being  made 
towards  the  goal  of  having  each  and  every  student  score  at  the  proficient  level  or  above 
on  state  mandated  testing  by  the  year  2014.  As  a  district,  Saugus  is  making  AYP.  There 
are  areas  of  concern  at  both  the  middle  and  elementary  levels  among  some  subgroups, 
and  these  are  being  addressed  as  much  as  possible  within  the  budgetary  constraints 
mentioned  earlier. 

Another  casualty  of  the  fiscal  situation  has  been  the  school  district's  membership  in 
professional  development  organizations.  The  district  had  to  withdraw  from 
MASSINSIGHT  Education,  the  Coalition  for  Higher  Standards,  because  it  could  not 
afford  the  annual  membership  fee.  This  organization  provided  excellent  professional 
development  to  teachers  and  administrators.  In  fact,  it  was  through  a  grant  authored  by 
MASSINSIGHT  that  Saugus  teachers  were  able  to  enhance  their  knowledge  of  middle 
school  mathematics  at  Leslie  University  not  too  long  ago.  The  district  also  had  to  leave  a 
Salem  State  Program,  CPMSIE,  which  provided  professional  development  for  math  and 
science  teachers.  This  group  actually  waived  the  membership  fee  for  one  year,  but  again, 
because  of  budget  issues,  the  district  has  had  to  withdraw. 

All  news  is  not  bad  news,  though.  The  district  still  enjoys  incredible  support  from  the 
community.  The  Saugus  Business  Education  Collaborative  continues  to  run  its  very 
successful  Adopt  a  School  Program,  and  sponsors  the  annual  Taste  for  Education.  Grants 
from  this  group  have  helped  pay  the  stipends  for  club  and  activity  advisors  at  the  two 
secondary  schools.  The  Iron  Works  Grill  sponsored  a  Belmonte  Middle  School  Night, 
where  the  school  received  a  percentage  of  the  gross  receipts  on  a  given  night.  The  99 
Restaurant,  located  on  the  Newburyport  Turnpike  remodeled,  and  auctioned  off  many  of 
its  old  decorations.  The  Saugus  Public  Schools  received  50%  of  the  proceeds,  with  the 
Chelsea  Boys  and  Girls  Club  getting  the  rest. 

The  school  department  lost  a  wonderful  friend  and  supporter  when  Jim  Mclver  left 
Wheelabrator.  He  was  responsible  for  funding  the  two  editions  of  The  Saugus  Educator 
that  were  published.  He  served  on  several  committees  and  could  always  be  counted  on. 
He  will  be  sorely  missed. 


With  the  help  of  parents  and  community  groups,  the  school  department  has  continued  to 
maintain  comprehensive  co-curricular  program  at  all  levels.  There  are  band  programs  in 
the  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools.  The  high  school  band  performs  at  several 
venues  throughout  the  year  and  both  it  and  the  elementary  band  marched  in  the  Memorial 
Day  parade.  The  middle  school  jazz  band  is  making  a  great  name  for  itself  with  its 
performances  around  town  during  the  holiday  season.  All  these  student  musicians  have  to 
be  heard.  They  are  really  very  talented. 

The  high  school  drama  club  performed  You're  a  Good  Man  Charlie  Brown  to  rave 
reviews.  The  group  continues  to  compete  and  do  well  in  the  statewide  drama  fest.  Saugus 
thespians  are  highly  regarded  at  this  level. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  new  kind  of  performance  was  introduced  at  the  middle 
school  level.  December  saw  the  first  Faculty  Talent  Show.  It  was  the  talk  of  the  Holiday 
Stroll  the  next  day. 

Saugus  continues  to  be  well  represented  on  the  playing  fields.  Several  of  the  teams 
qualified  for  post  season  play.  The  coaches  and  the  athletes  make  many  sacrifices  to  field 
the  best  team  possible  to  represent  the  town  and  the  school.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
Saugus  won  one  of  the  MIAA  Sportsmanship  Awards.  For  an  entire  year,  no  Saugus 
coach  or  athlete  was  removed  from  a  game  or  match.  Congratulations  to  everyone 
associated  with  the  program. 

Many  other  very  positive  things  occurred  during  the  year  and  are  mentioned  in  the 
individual  school's  annual  reports. 

Several  longstanding  teachers  retired  from  the  system  in  2007.  These  include  John  Anno, 
who  taught  social  studies  at  Belmonte,;  Rhona  Brand,  a  Title  1  teacher  at  Veterans 
Memorial;  Mary  Ann  Brogna,  one  of  the  middle  school  reading  teachers;  Michelle 
Callahan,  a  mainstay  teaching  consumer  science  at  Belmonte;  Lynda  Clifford,  who 
moved  to  the  middle  school  to  teach  math  after  many  years  at  the  Vets;  Diane  Coppola, 
who  taught  physical  education  at  the  secondary  level;  Barry  DeNofrio,  a  high  school 
social  studies  teacher;  Susan  Donovan,  who  taught  kindergarten  at  the  Evans  and 
Waybright;  Valerie  Kelley,  a  computer  teacher  at  Belmonte;  Kathi  Magnan,  an  absolute 
fixture  in  the  Veterans  kindergarten  for  many  years;  Greg  Magura,  who  taught 
elementary  physical  education;  Diane  Nasella,  a  second  grade  teacher  at  Lynnhurst;  Pat 
O'Leary,  a  guidance  counselor  at  Saugus  High  School;  Joanne  Robitaille,  a  first  grade 
teacher  at  the  Oaklandvale;  Susan  Salvo,  who  taught  fifth  grade  at  the  Waybright; 
Kathleen  Schena,  who  taught  for  years  at  the  Ballard  and  actually  retired  from  the  middle 
school  as  a  reading  teacher;  Diane  Serino,  the  Director  of  Health  for  the  district;  Dale 
Shannon,  an  English  teacher  at  Belmonte;  Julie  Southard,  who  taught  third  grade  at  the 
Waybright;  Robyn  Steriti,  a  system  wide  speech  therapist;  Ethel  Trask,  a  computer 
teacher  at  the  high  school;  and  last  but  not  least  Anne  Wilson,  a  fifth  grade  teacher  at  the 
Veterans  School.  These  fine  individuals  touched  the  lives  of  many,  many  students 
throughout  their  careers.  It  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  replace  them. 


November  is,  of  course,  election  month,  and  in  November  of  this  year  two  new  members 
joined  the  school  committee,  replacing  Debra  Panetta  and  Ellen  Faiella,  both  who 
decided  not  to  seek  re-election.  These  two  individuals  spent  countless  and  many  times 
thankless  hours  working  for  the  betterment  of  the  public  schools  and  the  school 
department  is  indebted  to  them. 

As  a  result  of  the  election,  the  two  new  members  are  Frederick  Doucette  and  William 
Leuci.  They  join  Joe  Malone,  Wendy  Reed,  and  Christine  Wilson.  As  the  top  vote  getter, 
Mr.  Malone  was  elected  chairman.  Mr.  Leuci  is  the  vice-chairman.

The  role  of  the  Collector/Treasurer's  Office  within  the  Town  of  Saugus  is  two  fold.  The 
Collector's  Office  is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes  such  as  Real  Estate,  Personal 
Property,  Motor  Vehicle  Excise,  and  Boat  Excise  as  well  as  Water  and  Sewer  user  charges.  To  do 
this,  the  Collector's  Office  issues  tax  bills  and  water/sewer  bills  accordingly: 


In  addition,  during  Fiscal  2007  the  Town  Collector  recorded  tax  takings  (liens)  on  131  parcels.  Tax 
Title  collections  were  received  in  the  amount  of  $555,268.22. 

The  Treasurer's  Office  is  responsible  for  receiving,  recording,  and  investing  approximately  $70m 
in  funds  resulting  from  the  collection  of  taxes,  water/sewer  charges  as  well  as  other  various  types  of 
fees  collected  by  other  Town  offices.  Those  may  include  but  are  not  limited  to  state  receipts,  grants, 
licensing  and  permitting  fees,  filing  fees,  violations,  school  lunch  receipts,  scholarships,  or 
donations.  The  Treasurer  reports  all  cash  received  to  the  Town  Accountant  who  then  uses  that 
information  in  preparation  of  the  Town's  operating  budget.

ADMINISTRATION 

This  office  is  now  a  two  person  office.  Cheryl  Rogalski  retired  February  2007.  Donna  Brady  was 
part  time  and  now  is  full  time.  She  is  doing  very  well.  Between  Barbara  Cimmino  and  Donna 
Brady  the  work  gets  done  very  efficiently,  they  are  a  good  team.  Barbara  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  weekly  payroll:  she  fields  many  calls  of  complaints  and  makes  sure  that  the  Foreman  are 
involved  and  notified.  During  the  winter  months  this  office  is  very  hectic,  with  sanding  calls  and 
plowing.  Both  Donna  and  Barbara  keep  up  with  calls.  Donna  also  is  responsible  for  payments  to 
the  contractors  that  are  doing  business  with  the  town.  The  town  has  an  A. CO  against  the  town 
on  the  sewer  system. 

Donna  is  involved  with  payments  to  the  contractor  then  follows  up  with  the  D.E.P.  to  let  them 
know  what  work  has  taken  place  and  charge  it  against  the  2%  loan  from  the  D.E.P.  She  is 
responsible  for  payment  on  the  water  projects  with  the  M.W.R.A.  She  also  does  payments  on 
much  smaller  jobs.  Both  persons  call  contractors  for  plowing  when  there  is  an  accumulation  of 
3"  or  more  of  snow\  Not  only  do  they  assist  in  calling  in  contractors  they  also  have  to  make  sure 
that  the  contractors  are  paid  in  a  reasonable  amount  of  time.  They  also  field  many  calls  from 
people  that  come  to  the  Public  Works  office. 

They  are  also  responsible  for  working  with  the  highway  foreman  getting  contractors  ready  for 
plowing,  doing  the  paper  work. 


Mr.  Parks  supervises  the  following  departments: 
WATER  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Waugh  is  the  foreman  of  the  Water  Department.  He  and  Mr.  Parks  schedule  work  that  has  to 
be  done  on  a  daily  basis.  This  past  year  there  were  water  mains  installed  at  the  following 
locations:  School  Street,  Saville  Street ,  Bristow  Street  abandoned  an  old  6"  main  and 
transferred  to  a  new  12"  main,  Great  Woods  Road,  Hobson  Street,  Wilbur  Avenue,  Wilbur 
Court,  Fiske  Avenue,  Stanton  Street,  Evans  Street,  Victoria  Street,  Adams  Avenue  (Central  to 
Makepeace).  Makepeace  (Adams  to  Knowles  Avenue)  and  Walcott  Terrace.  These  streets  had 
an  8"  ductile  pipe,  new  copper  services  from  the  main  to  the  property  and  several  new  hydrants 
on  all  the  streets. 


There  were  53  water  breaks  this  past  year,  43  breaks  were  repaired  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  personnel  and  the  rest  by  contractors. 

This  past  year  there  were  12  hydrants  put  back  in  service.  Out  of  1,100  hydrants  there  are  only  8 
out  of  service.  The  department  is  waiting  for  parts  for  these  hydrants. 

There  are  many  calls  for  turn  ons  and  turn  offs  for  contractors  and  developers  throughout  the 
year.  There  is  also  water  testing  done  every  week  all  year  from  13  locations  in  the  town.  The 
samples  are  taken  to  the  M.W.R.A.  locations  in  Somerville,  Mass.  the  water  is  tested  for 
coliform. 


SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  DiNocco  is  the  foreman  of  this  department  he  schedules  his  work  with  Mr.  Parks. 

There  is  a  main  sewer  station  on  Lincoln  Avenue  by  the  river.  That  is  the  low  point  of  the  town 

for  gravity  to  the  sewer  station. 

There  are  also  9  sub  stations.  The  stations  are  checked  every  day  all  year.  The  main  sewer 
station  is  nearly  completed.  There  is  just  one  more  motor  to  be  put  on  line.  When  all  parts  are  in 
place,  a  final  walk  through  will  be  done. 

There  is  work  going  on  for  the  Laurel  Street  Sub  Station.  The  project  has  not  been  completed 
yet.  The  next  Sub  Station  will  be  Park  St. 

This  department  flushes  sewer  mains  that  did  not  flow  well.  There  are  approximately  43  areas  on 
the  sewer  system  that  need  to  be  flushed  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Work  is  still  going  on  for  the  sewer  system  because  of  the  Consent  Order  from  the  D.E.P. 
There  are  three  contractors  working  on  the  sewer  system,  Green  Mountain,  (2)  crews  and 
National  Water  Main.  The  2  contractors  are  working  in  the  West  Cliftondale  part  of  Saugus.  So 
far  things  are  going  well.  All  dates  are  being  met  to  the  D.E.P.  by  C.D.M. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  foreman  of  this  department  is  Mr.  Cardalisco.  He  coordinates  work  daily  with  Mr.  Parks. 
This  was  another  busy  year  for  the  Highway  Department.  Enclosed  are  work  requests  that  have 
been  completed  on  catch  basins,  sewer  manholes,  concrete  sidewalks,  hot  top  sidewalks.  Also, 
many  pot  holes.

The  street  sweeping  program  was  not  done  at  100%  because  of  budget  cuts,  the  town  was  only 
59%  done. 


Again,  crosswalks  were  done  all  over  the  town.  Also,  regular  street  signs  were  installed  all  over 
town,  as  well  as  A.D.A.  signs. 

This  past  winter  kept  the  Highway  Department  busy  sanding  and  plowing  storms  that  was 
required. 


FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 


The  foreman  of  this  department  is  Mr.  Wendell  he  now  has  just  1  person  to  assist  him  because  of 
budget  cuts  he  lost  a  person. 

Enclosed  are  requests  that  were  done  this  past  year.  There  were  approximately  40  dead  trees  that 
were  taken  down.  Many  trees  were  trimmed. 

Twenty  five  new  saplings  were  planted.  Trees  were  planted  with  requests  from  the  tree 
committee  and  other  groups. 

There  were  several  tree  hearings  held  this  past  year  and  all  hearings  went  well.  This  department 
also  coordinates  composting  that  is  done  ever,'  Saturday  at  the  Public  Works  yard.  The  compost 
site  is  open  from  the  spring  to  the  first  snow  fall. 

The  foreman  of  this  department  is  Mr.  Stack.  This  department  is  still  a  5  person  department. 
They  do  well  for  a  small  department. 

The  Parks  Department  maintains  fields  for  the  School  Department  activities,  such  as  Soccer, 
Football,  Baseball,  Field  Hockey,  Softball  and  Lacross.  They  also  assist  the  woman's  Softball 
League,  Little  league  and  Tennis.  During  the  winter  they  assist  the  highway  department  putting 
out  barrels  filling  them  with  sand,  going  out  sanding  when  needed.  They  also  during  the  good 
weather  assist  the  tree  department. 


MR.  Randazzo  retired  in  July  of  2007.  I  now  contract  out  the  work  when  need  and  I  do 
more  myself. 

This  past  year  the  following  roads  were  resurfaced  under  chapter  90  Summer  St.,  Winter  St 
Sunnyside  Park,  Pelham  St.,  Endicott  St.,  Birch  St.,  Forest  Ave.,  Newhall  St.  and  Cliflondale 
Square. 

I  also  monitored  the  Shute  Brook  project.  This  project  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  2008. 

Also,  the  project  at  Lincoln  Ave  &  Boston  St.  there  will  be  a  new  bridge  when  it  is  completed  in 
the  spring  of  2009. 

I  feel  that  the  past  year  was  another  productive  year  for  Public  Works,  with  all  the  budget  cuts 
there  was  many  things  that  were  accomplished.  Hopefully,  2008  is  another  good  year. 

Mr.  Bisignani,  the  Town  Manager  has  been  very  supportive  of  getting  work  done,  especially  on 
the  water  and  sewer  system. 


MOTOR  VEHICLE  DEPARTMENT 


This  department  is  staffed  by  Mr.  Hatch.  He  is  doing  a  good  job  keeping  the  Public  Works  fleet 
in  working  condition. 

There  are  over  40  pieces  of  equipment  that  has  to  be  in  working  order.  Oil  changes  and  grease 
jobs  are  now  done  on  a  regular  schedule,  if  a  job  is  too  big  then  it  has  to  be  sent  out,  such  as  rear 
end  or  motor  jobs.

CLERKS  OFFICE 

As  the  Town  Clerk  is  considered  the  '"keeper  of  the  records",  during  fiscal  year  2007,  this 
office  maintained  files  of  the  minutes  of  various  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Town; 
maintained  and  issued  certified  copies  of  all  vital  records;  maintained  and  updated  the 
official  Bylaws,  appointments  and  resignations  of  all  Town  officials;  as  well  as 
maintained  Town  census  information  and  printed  out  a  Resident  Listing  book. 

The  Town  Clerk's  Office  keeps  the  information  regarding  the  current  members  of  the 
various  boards  and  commissions  throughout  the  town  up-to-date  on  the  official  Town  of 
Saugus  website.  We  also  assumed  responsibility  for  completely  updating  the  Town  By 
Laws  and  Charter  and  proceeded  to  post  both  on  the  website  where  we  keep  amending,  as 
may  be  required,  by  votes  of  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  Clerk's  Office  conducted  its  usual  business  during  FY  '07  of  processing  vital 
records;  selling  licenses  for  dogs,  marriages,  hunting  and  fishing,  boat  ramp  passes, 
business  certificates,  resident  listing  books,  gasoline  storage  permits,  and  raffle  permits; 
and  collected  fees  for  violations  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  Zoning,  and  Conservation 
departments  as  well  as  the  billing  and  collection  of  fees  for  all  pole  and  conduit  locations 
within  the  Town  and  maintain  these  files. 

In  order  to  have  a  more  accurate  and  complete  census  for  the  Town,  this  office  has  begun 
the  massive  chore  of  painstakingly  comparing  every  record  in  our  office  with  information 
provided  by  the  Building  Department,  Assessors  Department.  Water  Department,  Dog 
Licenses.  Marriage  Licenses,  newly  recorded  Birth  Certificates,  Board  of  Appeals 
records  and  more  to  make  sure  that  every  household  is  included  in  the  census  mailings. 
Furthermore,  ever  house,  apartment  and  condominium  unit  have  been  mailed  individual 
census  forms.

FY2008  Administrative  Services  -  Personnel  Department 


The  past  year  has  proven  to  be  a  very  challenging  year  for  the  Personnel  Department. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  changes  in  2007  which  drastically  affected  this  department. 


•  Insurance  Advisory  Committee;  This  committee  was  developed  in  April,  2007  and 
consists  of  10  members  of  which  most  are  union  presidents,  along  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Saugus  Retirement  Board  and  the  Personnel  Administrator. 

•  Mass  Health  Reform;  This  law  took  affect  July,  2007  and  requires  that  all 
Massachusetts  residents  have  health  insurance  coverage.  There  are  several 
obligations  that  employers  must  meet.  Employees  who  are  not  eligible  for 
coverage,  but  are  required  by  law  to  have  it,  must  be  offered  the  option  to  pick  up 
a  Commonwealth  plan  and  have  it  deducted  pre-taxed. 

•  August,  2007  started  the  process  of  the  Town  joining  the  Group  Insurance 
Commission.  This  involved  a  newly  established  Public  Employee  Committee 
which  consisted  of  one  union  official  from  each  of  the  existing  unions,  a 
Representative  of  the  Retirement  Board  and  the  Personnel  Administrator. 

•  October  1st  was  the  deadline  for  notifying  the  State  of  our  intensions.  A  signed 
agreement  was  hand  delivered  to  the  State. 

•  Next  were  a  series  of  meetings  with  the  GIC  to  coordinate  and  arrange  an  Open 
Enrollment  day.  Open  enrollment  day  was  held  on  Saturday,  October  13,  at  the 
Veterans  Memorial  School.  We  had  14  employees  from  the  Town  and  School 
Department  volunteer  their  time  on  a  Saturday  to  help  accomplish  our  mission. 
Enrollment  day  turned  out  to  be  very  successful  as  Town  employees  worked 
graciously  along  side  the  State  employees  to  ensure  our  success. 

•  Although  successful,  enrollment  was  very  challenging  as  we  now  had  17  plans  to 
offer  to  our  employees  and  retirees,  as  opposed  to  the  six  plans  offered  prior  to 
changing  over  to  the  State  Health  Plans.  All  changes  and  updates  are  still  done 
through  the  Administrative  Services,  but  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Group  Insurance  Commission. 

•  A  total  of  989  employees,  retirees,  spouses  and  surviving  spouses  were  enrolled 
and  receiving  coverage  by  January  1 ,  2008. 

•  Along  with  this  transition  over  to  the  GIC  came  several  other  changes  which 
proved  to  be  quite  a  challenge  as  well.  Among  these  changes  were: 

1.  Mandated  Medicare  Enrollment;  For  all  those  eligible  to  enroll  and  receive 
Medicare  Part  B,  Administrative  Services  was  required  to  oversee  and  enforce 
enrollment  in  Medicare  part  A  &  B  as  well  as  enrollment  into  a  Town  sponsored 
Medicare  supplemental  plan  to  assure  continued  health  coverage.  This  process 
will  be  ongoing; 


2.  Imputed  Income;  Due  to  the  Health  Care  Reform  Law,  effecting  non  self-funded 
plans,  which  allows  for  non-IRS  dependents  to  be  covered  by  a  parent's  health 
plan,  it  is  now  necessary  to  be  responsible  for,  monitor,  and  see  that  the  Town's 
payroll  department  as  well  as  the  Mass.  Teachers  Retirement  Association 
applies  the  cost  of  such  a  health  plan,  on  a  monthly  basis,  to  the  employee's 
gross  wages. 

3.  Retired  Teachers;  Now  retired  teachers  will  stay  with  the  Town  of  Saugus  group 
for  both  Health  and  Life  insurance.  Previously  the  210  retired  teachers  were 
transferred  over  to  State  health  plans  instead  of  staying  with  the  Town.  Annually 
the  State  would  charge  back  to  the  Town  the  cost  of  the  teacher's  coverage. 

4.  Upcoming  Retiring  Teachers;  All  future  retiring  teachers  will  be  processed 
through  Administrative  Services  to  the  GIC  and  Mass.  Teachers  Retirement 
Association. 


The  Personnel  department  is  responsible  for  administering  various  employee  benefit 
programs,  including  health,  life,  dental,  disability  insurance,  deferred  compensation  and 
an  employee  assistance  program.  Maintaining  benefit  changes  on  a  day  to  day  basis  for 
all  employees  and  retirees  is  a  critical  element  of  this  departments  function. 
Insurances  must  be  reconciled  each  and  every  month  to  ensure  there  are  no  employees 
being  covered  who  should  not  be. 

Administrative  Services  is  responsible  for  distributing  job  applications  as  well  as 
receiving  all  applications  and  resumes. 

Throughout  the  past  year  personnel  has  processed  many  applications  for  workers 
compensation,  unemployment  assistance,  FMLA,  and  COBRA,  as  well  as  reconciling 
bills  for  employees,  retirees  and  retired  municipal  Teachers.  Other  key  elements  of  this 
department  is  the  overseeing  of  all  Town  Insurance  policies  for  General  Liability 
Insurance,  Property  Insurance,  Town  Vehicle  Coverage  as  well  as  handling  the  Stop 
Loss  Insurance  claims  for  reimbursement  of  our  high  medical  costs. 

This  office  is  responsible  for  the  monitoring  and  tracking  of  all  legal  claims  made  against 
the  Town,  including  property  and  vehicle  damage. 

Maintaining  and  implementing  personnel  policies  and  procedures,  writing  and 
maintaining  job  descriptions  for  all  job  functions  within  the  Town  are  also  a  continuing 
process  for  this  department. 

Personnel  is  also  accountable  for  processing  Medical  information  for  Medicare  Retiree 
Drug  Subsidy  monitoring,  which  allows  for  reimbursement  from  the  State  for  all  those 
retirees  who  have  prescription  coverage  with  the  Town.

Administrative  Services  applies  for,  processes,  and  monitors  State  and  Federal  funds  that  are 
granted  to  the  Town.  During  this  past  year,  the  following  grants  required  a  great  deal  of 
continued  effort:  The  Shute  Brook  Grant,  the  Elder  Services  Grant,  the  Youth  Department 
Substance  Abuse  Grant  from  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  the  continuation 
of  the  MEMA  grant,  all  of  which  have  been  acquired  and  need  continuous  monitoring. 

Adopt-a-site 

Preparation  for  the  startup  of  the  2007  Adopt-A-Site  program  where  20  municipal  sites  are 
maintained  by  business  or  volunteer  groups  which  include  seasonal  displays,  flower  planting 
and  routine  maintenance. 

Farmer's  Market 

Arrange  with  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston  the  availability,  use  and  insurance  coverage  for  the  St. 
Margaret's  parking  lot  as  the  location  of  the  Farmer's  Market.  Correspond  with  the  vendors 
about  availability  and  confirm  the  schedule  of  their  participation  in  the  program.  Notify  local 
papers,  cable  TV,  Senior  Center  to  advertise  the  program.  There  is  an  increase  of  traffic  flow  in 
the  Cliftondale  area  during  the  length  of  the  Farmer's  Market,  which  is  advantageous  to  local 
businesses. 

Chapter  111-F  -  M.G.L.  &  100B 

This  department  has  been  responsible  for  processing  and  monitoring  of  all  work  related  injuries 
to  the  Town's  Firefighters  and  Policemen  as  well  as  those  on  a  disability  retirement.  Interaction 
with  various  medical  facilities  regarding  treatment  and  payment  for  work  related  injuries  is  a 
daily  function  of  this  department.  Monthly  payment  of  bills  is  a  very  time  consuming  element  of 
this  job  function.

Attached  is  the  roster  of  the  Saugus  Police  Department.  The  total  compliment  of 
sworn  officers  is  54,  down  from  a  total  of  64  officers  in  June  of  2003.  In  addition 
to  the  reduction  in  budgeted  positions,  three  (3)  officers  are  on  military 
deployment,  and  two  (2)  Superior  Officers  are  absent  on  long-term  medical  leave. 

Due  to  low  staffing  levels  several  critical  specialty  positions  have  gone  unfilled; 
one  (1)  Domestic  Violence  Detective,  one  (1)  Sergeant  Drug  Enforcement 
Detective,  one  (1)  Crime  Detective  and  one  (1)  Juvenile  Detective. 

The  total  budgeted  positions  for  Public  Safety  Dispatchers  are  12,  down  from  14 
budgeted  positions  in  FY07.  In  addition  to  the  reduction  in  budgeted  positions, 
one  (1)  Dispatcher  is  absent  on  military  deployment. 

The  Departments  clerical  staff  is  budgeted  for  three  positions;  this  level  is  down 
from  4  positions  in  FY07.  At  the  present  time  one  clerical  worker  is  absent  on  a 
long-term  medical  leave,  this  level  of  staffing  resulted  in  the  Records  Department 
being  staffed  part  time,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.

Board  of  Health 

The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  five  appointed  members  of  the  community  who  establish 
health  policies  for  the  Town  and  provide  guidance  to  the  Health  Department  staff.

Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  III,  Section  3  1,  provides  for  the  Board  of  Health  to 
make  reasonable  regulations.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Health  also  conducts  hearings 
as  dictated  by  State  Regulation  and  act  on  variance  requests  where  allowed  by  law. 
The  Board  generally  meets  on  a  monthly  basis,  or  more  often  as  needed. 


Health  Department  Structure 

The  Saugus  Health  Department  consists  of  a  Health  director,  who  implements  programs 
mandated  by  State  Law  and  local  regulations  and  ordinances.  Staffing  consists  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Health/  Health  Agent  who  works  a  minimum  of  36.5  hours  per  week, 
plus  additional  hours  as  needed  for  emergency  response;  a  full-time  Senior  clerk;  two 
part  time  contracted  food  service  inspectors;  and  two  part  time  animal  inspectors.  Solid 
waste  and  recycling  is  staffed  with  a  Solid  waste/recycling  coordinator  and  a  part  time 
Inspector  of  Rubbish  and  Recycling.  Contracted  food  inspectors  are  hired  as 
independent  contractors  and  not  utilized  from  Town  Of  Saugus  payroll.  The  contracted 
services  are  needed  to  meet  the  mandate  of  conducting  regular  food  inspections  of  the 
207  licensed  food  establishments  in  Saugus.  The  Administrative  Assistant  processes 
paperwork  for  the  Electrical  and  Plumbing  Inspectors,  issues  Burial  Permits,  processes 
all  Health  Department  license  applications  and  fees,  processes  paperwork  for  Health 
staff,  works  on  special  projects  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Director,  and 
services  the  public  via  phone  and  in-person. 

Role  of  Health  Department 

The  Health  Department's  primary  role  is  protecting  and  preserving  the  public  health  of 
the  community  as  a  whole,  through  enforcement,  policy  development,  and  education. 
The  Health  department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  numerous  State  Sanitary  and 
Environmental  Codes  as  mandated  by  law.  Inspections  are  conducted  to  determine 
compliance  with  said  codes.  In  addition  to  the  mandated  state  regulations,  the  Director 
of  Public  Health  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  local  regulations.  Unfortunately, 
budget  cuts  have  eliminated  a  full  time  inspector  which  has  resulted  in  an  extra  burden 
on  the  current  staff  to  maintain  minimum  standard  of  services. 
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Permits  and  Inspections 

The  Health  Department  provides  routine  inspections,  as  staff  time  allows,  on  numerous 
licensed  establishments  in  Saugus.  State  regulations  establish  standards  for  the 
construction,  sanitation  and  operation  of  numerous  types  of  businesses.  Additional  local 
regulations  govern  the  same  in  other  type  of  facilities.  The  Health  Department  currently 
licenses  and  has  inspects  the  following:

Additional  inspections  were  conducted  pursuant  to  nuisance  complaints  and  other 
environmental  complaints  (e.g.  noise,  odors,  dust,  sewage,  rodents,  rubbish,  and  others) 
being  filed.  Follow-up  re-inspections  were  conducted  to  ensure  compliance. 

Local  regulations  include  Fill  Regulations  (governing  the  quality  of  fill  material  brought 
into  town),  Body  Art  Regulations  (governing  tattooing  and  body  piercing)  in  the  absence 
of  State  Regulations,  permitting  of  rubbish  and  sewage  haulers,  Animal-Keeping 
Regulations,  permitting  of  mobile  home  parks,  motels  and  cabins,  and  Tobacco  Control 
Regulations. 

While  much  of  Saugus  is  serviced  by  Town  Sewer,  there  are  several  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  systems  (septic  systems)  which  still  remain  in  town.  Failing  septic  systems  are 
required  to  connect  to  town  sewer  if  applicable  or  correct  the  failures.  If  sewer  is  not 
available,  the  Health  Department  becomes  involved  in  the  process  of  siting  a  new 
system  -  witnessing  soil  testing,  reviewing  the  plans  and  inspecting  the  installation.  A 
single  project  involves  at  least  15  to  20  hours  of  inspectional  staff  time. 
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Solid  Waste/Recycling  Department 

This  Department  oversees  daily  operations  of  solid  waste  and  recycling 
collection.  A  lot  of  time  and  effort  is  spent  daily  to  find  resolutions  to  any  and  all 
calls/complaints.  Educating  the  public  on  proper  disposal  and  compliance  with 
all  state  regulations  is  another  daily  function.  Enforcement  of  waste  bans,  illegal 
dumping  and  Town  limitations  are  also  conducted.  For  Fiscal  Year  2007,  the 
rubbish  tonnage  was  9,564.1 1  and  the  recycling  tonnage  was  1 ,666.82.

>  Held  two  bi  annual  household  hazardous  waste  day  events, 
which  allowed  residents  to  properly  dispose  hazardous 
materials  such  as  paint,  tires,  television  and  computer  monitors, 
vehicle  batteries  and  propane  tanks. 

>  Set-up  and  monitored  four  curbside  leaf  collections. 

>  Established  a  (Pay  as  you  throw)  PAYT  Recycling  Committee  to 
draft  a  proposal  brought  before  Town  Meeting  for  a  PAYT 
program. 

>  Oversaw  a  recycling  bin  replacement  program,  compost  bin 
program,  sticker  programs  for  HHW,  bulk  items,  white  goods, 
and  compost  site.  Tracked  and  delivered  stickers  to  outside 
vendors. 

>  Applied  for  grants.  Received  grant  for  Recycling  Charts  to  be 
printed  and  mailed  to  all  residents. 

>  Responded  to  illegal  dumping  issues,  some  ended  up  in  the 
court  system.  Responded  to  dumpster  complaints,  neighbor 
complaints  on  messy  property  or  property  that  needed  to  be 
cleaned  up.

Public  Health  Nursing 

The  Board  of  Health  provides  the  citizens  of  Saugus  with  public  health  nursing  services. 
The  part-time  public  health  nurse  office  is  located  at  2  Rice  Street.  Some  of  the  services 
provided  included  Blood  pressure  screenings,  Flu  shot  clinics,  Vaccinations,  food  borne 
illness  investigations,  Hepatitis  and  TB  control  measures  which  include  shot 
administration  and  follow  up,  and  State  required  communicable  disease  reporting. 

Animal  Inspectors 

The  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  Animal 
Inspectors  as  required  by  Chapter  129,  sections  15  and  16  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  The  animal  inspectors  are  required  by  law  to  perform  various  tasks, 
issue  quarantines  in  small  animal  bite  cases  and  issue  releases  after  quarantines. 

Programs  and  Activities  of  the  Board  of  Health 

Assessment  of  Training  Needs:  Pilot  Inspectors  training  program  with  the  FDA 
and  Department  of  Public  Health  -  2006 

Town  Of  Saugus  Health  inspector  was  1  of  3  inspectors  in  Massachusetts 
chosen  to  develop  a  training  program  with  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
(FDA)  and  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  for  the  standardization  of  all 
health  inspectors  in  the  state.  Inspections  of  establishments  involved  6-8  hour 
inspections  and  critique  of  the  inspection  process.  Recommendations  were 
submitted  to  the  FDA  and  DPH  for  compilation  and  review 

Route  1  Restaurant  Water  Emergency  Plan  development  -  2006 

A  Training  and  collaborative  effort  that  required  all  Route  1  establishments  to 
write  and  implement  a  water  emergency  plan  to  prepare  for  any  water  service 
interruption.  Plans  were  submitted  by  Route  1  establishments. 

Exercise  Your  Spirit  Saugus  walking  route  -  2006 

The  Saugus  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Clergy  Association  and  the  Youth 
&  Recreation  Department  collaborated  on  a  project  that  created  a  walking  path, 
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through  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  that  connected  the  houses 
of  worship  within  East  Saugus.  The  goal  is  to  offer  a  positive  alternative  to  the 
youth  &  families  of  Saugus  that  will  encourage  the  development  of  healthy  habits 
by  entwining  the  physical  and  spiritual  well  being  of  a  person.  "Exercise  Your 
Spirit"  creates  a  healthy  balance  between  the  two,  and  will  be  a  sustainable 
walking  program. 

Saugus  Speaks  Out  -  2006 

A  group  was  developed  and  met  to  discuss  substance  abuse  in  Saugus.  The 
mission  statement  of  the  group  is  "To  eradicate  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  among 
our  youth  by  informing  and  educating  all  who  seek  our  support.  We  recognize 
that  many  in  our  community  may  need  to  be  reached  through  various  methods 
and  will  strive  to  work  with  all  entities  to  insure  that  all  who  need  our  help  in 
obtaining  information  or  services  will  be  serviced." 

Annual  Flu  Clinic  -  2006/2007 

Annual  flu  vaccinations  were  administered  to  Saugus  residents. 

Annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Day  -  2006/2007 

A  bi-annual  collection  was  held  that  allowed  residents  to  dispose  of  their 
household  hazardous  waste  in  a  convenient  and  environmentally  responsible 
manner.  Tires,  Computers  monitors,  TVs,  batteries,  propane  tanks  and  paints 
and  other  liquids  were  collected  and  removed  from  the  municipal  waste  stream. 


Policy  Development  and  Education 

Bioterrorism/Emerqency  Preparedness  -  North  Shore  Cape  Ann  Emergency 
Preparedness  Coalition:  Saugus  is  a  member  of  The  North  Shore  Cape  Ann  Emergency 
Preparedness  Coalition  was  established  in  2004,  and  is  comprised  of  the  Boards  of 
Health  and  Health  Departments  from  the  following  fifteen  (15)  communities  Saugus, 
Lynn,  Nahant,  Peabody,  Danvers,  Salem,  Marblehead,  Swampscott,  Beverly,  Hamilton, 
Wenham,  Gloucester,  Rockport,  Manchester-by-the-Sea  and  Essex. 

The  purpose  of  the  North  Shore  -  Cape  Ann  Emergency  Preparedness  Coalition  is  to: 

•  enhance  the  communities'  collective  capacity  to  share  resources 

•  respond  to  public  health  threats  and  emergencies,  which  includes  terrorism  and 
outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases 

The  North  Shore  -  Cape  Ann  Emergency  Preparedness  Coalition  meets  monthly  to 
share  information  and  discuss  issues  related  responding  to  public  health  threats  and 
emergencies,  including  terrorism  and  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases. 
The  North  Shore  -  Cape  Ann  Emergency  Preparedness  Coalition  is  a  sub-coalition 
within  Region  3  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  (MDPH)  Regional 
Public  Health  Emergency  Preparedness  Coalitions.  The  North  Shore  -  Cape  Ann 
Emergency  Preparedness  Coalition  receives  funding  from  a  grant  provided  by  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC),  which  is  distributed  through  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  (MDPH). 
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A  website  has  been  created,  so  that  it  could  better  serve  all  of  the  communities  on  the 
North  Shore  and  Cape  Ann.  The  website  provides  valuable  resources  to  residents  within 
these  communities,  including  links  to  local,  state  and  federal  websites,  a  place  for 
potential  medical  and  non-medical  professionals  to  obtain  information  that  will  enable 
them  to  volunteer  their  services  in  the  event  of  an  infectious  disease  emergency,  and 
information  regarding  emergency  preparedness  trainings  and  seminars.  This  website  is 
also  protected  by  the  Secure  Socket  Layer  (SSL)  system,  which  is  used  to  enable 
secure,  encrypted  transactions  to  take  place  over  the  Internet. 


Tobacco  Control  Program  -  North  Shore  Tobacco  Control  Program:  The  Saugus 
Board  of  Health  is  actively  involved  in  tobacco  control.  Saugus  is  a  member  of  an  8 
community  North  Shore  collaborative  that  has,  through  a  State  grant,  established  and 
utilizes  the  services  of  the  North  Shore  Tobacco  Control  Program. 

Each  year  the  tobacco  control  program  conducts  three  youth  access  compliance  checks 
at  each  of  the  permitted  tobacco  merchants.  In  addition,  there  are  two  rounds  of 
merchant  education  visits,  where  merchants  are  provided  information  on  local,  state  and 
federal  laws  and  regulations.  They  are  supplied  with  all  required  signage  and  other  tools 
to  help  ensure  merchant  compliance  with  all  legal  expectations.  Local  Environmental 
Tobacco  Smoke  (ETS)  Workplace  regulations  are  enforced  as  concerns  or  complaints 
are  received.  Lastly,  throughout  the  year  educational  trainings  are  offered  to  all  owners, 
merchants  and  staff  as  they  are  needed  or  requested.

Founders  Day  Display  -  The  Health  Department  displayed  educational  materials  on 
food  safety,  Health  and  wellness,  rubbish  and  recycling,  and  other  public  and 
environmental  health  information  for  the  public.  All  food  vendor  booths  were  inspected 
to  assure  proper  food  handling  techniques  and  compliance  with  the  Federal  and  State 
food  code. 

School  Sanitation  Issues  -  Time  was  spent  on  investigating  school  health  and 
sanitation  complaints,  improving  recycling  efforts  and  conducting  school  cafeteria 
inspections. 

Staff  Training  -  With  changes  to  the  regulations  and  as  new  health  and  environmental 
issues  emerge,  Health  Dept.  staff  must  be  kept  apprised  on  new  information.  Trainings 
and  workshops  are  almost  mandatory  to  keep  current  with  these  changes. 
Staff  has  had  to  obtain  a  number  of  credentials  such  as:

•  Lead  Paint  Determinator  training

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ASSESSOR'S  FY  2008  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Assessors  updated  all  property  values  in  the  Town  of  Saugus  for  FY2007.  The 
values  met  State  standards  and  were  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue.  The 
average  single  family  property  value  has  increased  by  5.8%.  While  the  average  tax  bill  increased 
$200.23.  The  average  single  family  value  is  calculated  at  $389,674. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  December  12,  2006  where  the  Board  of  Selectmen  selected  a 
minimal  residential  factor  of  82.2449%.  This  decreases  the  shift  in  the  tax  burden  to  183%  for 
the  commercial  class.  The  Board  of  Assessors  received  a  tax  rate  approval  from  the  Department 
of  Revenue  certifying  the  Residential  rate  at  $8.28  and  the  Commercial,  Industrial,  Personal 
Property  rate  at  $18.43.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SAUGUS  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
FISCAL  YEAR  2007 


Statistics  of  Note  for  the  Fiscal  Year  2007: 

In  fiscal  year  2007,  the  Library  circulated  67,812  items,  an  almost  50%  drop  from  fiscal 
year  2006.  This  decrease  is  a  direct  outcome  of  the  reduction  in  hours  resulting  from 
budget  cuts  beginning  three  years  ago,  and  with  a  disproportionate  cut  in  Library  funding 
from  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  2007. 

The  Library  holdings  stand  at  84,208  items.  This  increase  of  only  3,506  items  is  due  to 
our  fund  raising  efforts  and  donations  to  the  collection,  since  our  materials  budget  was 
not  funded.  The  Library's  collection  has  not  recovered  from  the  drastic  reductions 
ongoing  since  fiscal  year  2004,  and  due  to  the  lack  of  funding  for  2007;  there  are  now 
large  gaps  in  the  overall  reference  collection,  many  of  which  had  been  fulfilled  in  the  past 
by  standing  orders  with  vendors  who  kept  our  materials  current.  Due  to  our  inability  to 
fund  collections  and  reference  materials  our  resources  have  been  greatly  weakened.  Also, 
the  Library  closed  at  the  end  of  May  2007  to  prepare  for  a  recall  of  all  materials  due  to 
impending  closure  of  the  Library  on  June  30th. 

Attendance  in  the  Library  also  dropped  for  a  third  year  in  a  row.  The  exact  number  of 
patrons  cannot  be  tracked  as  the  machine  used  to  track  the  visits  was  out  of  service  and 
there  have  been  no  funds  available  or  appropriated  for  equipment  maintenance.  However, 
the  number  of  items  circulated  is  67,812  which  is  a  50%  drop  from  the  prior  year. 

State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  in  2007 

In  February,  the  Library  learned  that  it  would  not  be  in  the  Town  budget  for  2007.  In 
view  of  this,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  refused  to  grant  the 
Town  a  "waiver"  for  failure  to  meet  the  Municipal  Appropriation  Requirement  for  the 
fourth  year  in  a  row.  This  means  the  Library  will  be  decertified  for  FY08,  from  July  1, 
2007  through  June  30,  2008.  The  Saugus  Public  Library  will  not  be  eligible  for  State  Aid 
funding  until  it  meets  the  requirements  for  re-certification.  Funding  from  the  Town  for 
the  MAR,  Municipal  Appropriation  Requirement  is  required  to  be  certified,  and  over  the 
prior  three  years,  04',  05',  &  06',  Saugus  had  been  granted  a  waiver  in  the  past,  despite 
the  fact  we  were  level  funded.  Decertification  also  means  that  we  are  ineligible  to  apply 
for  State  Aid,  and  federal  and  state  grants  and  our  patrons  are  thus  unable  to  participate  in 
state-wide  interlibrary  loan  programs  or  borrow  from  other  communities'  libraries.  We 
have  relied  heavily  upon  State  Aid  to  fill  gaps  where  funding  has  been  cut  or  eliminated 
over  the  past  few  years. 


Value  of  Regional  and  Network  Services  in  2007 

The  value  of  services  provided  by  the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System 
(NMRLS)  is  calculated  each  year  for  the  membership  to  determine  what  the  retail  price 
would  be  for  all  the  services  provided  by  NMRLS.  This  study  is  undertaken  to  establish  a 
tangible  value  of  regionalization.  The  analysis  demonstrates  that  the  average  value  for  a 
year  for  a  public  library  in  the  region  is  $155,996.  The  region  provides  interlibrary  loan 
and  delivery  services,  regional  reference  services  and  databases,  training,  consulting,  and 
grant  support  to  the  Saugus  Public  Library. 

Each  year,  the  North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  (NOBLE)  calculates  the  cost  benefits 
of  network  membership  for  its  member  libraries.  Historically,  the  results  have  shown  that 
the  services  provided  through  NOBLE  membership  result  in  approximate  92%  savings 
over  the  services  acquired  individually.  The  costs  to  purchase  the  services  they  provide 
would  be  cost  prohibitive.  NOBLE  provides  circulation,  cataloguing,  acquisitions,  and 
serials  library  modules,  Internet  access  (T-l  line),  participation  in  the  Virtual  Catalog, 
training,  periodicals,  reference  databases,  and  technology  support.  The  average  annual 
value  realized  by  a  member  of  NOBLE  totals,  $487,716  and  is  equivalent  to  the  Library's 
total  2007  budget.  Together,  NMRLS  and  NOBLE  services  provide  $617,613  of  services 
to  the  residents  of  Saugus  or  $23.08  per  capita,  $5.76  or  33%  more  than  Saugus  spends 
on  Library  services  per  resident. 

Library  Service  Accomplishments  in  2007: 

Borrowing: 

Circulation  of  summer  and  school  reading  materials  for  children  and  young  adults  was 
very  limited  due  to  the  fact  the  Library  did  not  have  a  book  budget  for  FY07.  We  were 
unable  to  add  any  titles  to  our  collection  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  summer  reading  lists  of 
schools  between  July  I,  2006  to  June  30,  2007.  We  were  only  able  to  partially  meet 
reader  demand  through  interlibrary  loan,  which  ended  when  the  Library  was  closed  in 
May  2007  due  to  preparation  of  recalling  all  outstanding  materials  for  the  impending 
closure  of  the  Library  effective  June  30,  2007  for  lack  of  Town  funding.  Throughout  the 
summer  of  July  1,  2006,  Saugus  students  had  to  borrow  summer  reading  material  through 
interlibrary  loans  and  this  ability  was  severely  diminished  due  to  individual  Libraries 
serving  their  own  population.  In  May  and  June  of  FY07',  Saugus  residents  were  unable  to 
borrow  from  other  Libraries  due  to  our  impending  decertification  and  closure.  Melrose 
agreed  to  loan  to  Saugus  residents,  for  a  fee  of  $150.per  person  or  $250.per  family.  Lynn 
agreed  to  limited  loans  from  their  own  collection  for  Saugus  residents,  to  exclude  any 
material  that  was  on  the  Lynn  summer  reading  lists  that  they  were  reserving  for  their  own 
community  use.  However,  when  the  Library  learned  that  were  going  to  close,  inter- 
library  loans  ceased  as  the  Library  shut  down  in  June  to  prepare  for  a  recall  of  all 
materials  and  inventory  of  equipment  and  furniture. 


Services: 

The  Museum  Pass  program  was  eliminated  for  2007,  as  the  Friends  of  the  Library  used 
their  resources  to  fund  the  Library's  print  cartridge,  toner  and  copy  paper  supply  needs. 
There  were  no  summer  programs  offered  as  the  Library  was  only  open  for  1 5  hours  per 
week  in  July  and  1 8.5  hours  per  week  in  August,  with  no  available  funds  for 
programming.  The  annual  summer  reading  program  was  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  funding, 
and  staffing. 

Holdings: 

We  were  only  able  to  purchase  a  minimal  amount  of  material  for  the  collections  through 
donations.  Any  popular  magazine  titles  to  which  the  Library  subscribes  were  funded  only 
through  donations 

Reference  and  Children's  Reference: 

The  Reference  and  Children's  Departments  answered  a  total  of  25,805  reference 
questions  in  2007,  s  slight  decrease  from  2006,  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Library's 
hours  of  operation  were  limited  and  staffing  levels  were  reduced.  Usage  of  online 
databases  was  greatly  reduced,  as  they  were  not  renewed  when  they  expired  due  to  the 
budget  line  being  eliminated.  The  students  at  Saugus  High  School  previously  had  been 
able  to  log  onto  our  databases  from  the  school  library  for  timely,  accurate,  and 
appropriate  information  to  provide  them  with  the  resources  they  require  for  homework 
assignments  and  long  term  projects  and  reports.  Our  ability  to  offer  these  much  used  data 
bases  helped  to  fill  a  gap  in  the  Saugus  Public  School  systems  reference  material  area, 
and  was  widely  used  by  all  of  our  patrons. 

The  Building: 

There  have  been  no  improvements,  additions  or  updates  to  the  Library  due  to  lack  of 
funding  for  FY07. 

Technology: 

Any  enhancements  to  computer  programs  were  done  through  our  membership  in  the 
NOBLE  network.  Traditionally,  the  Library  attempts  to  replace  or  update  the  oldest 
equipment  on  a  regular  schedule  using  State  Aid.  However,  due  to  the  cutbacks  in  local 
funding  and  the  subsequent  use  of  State  Aid  for  other  necessities,  no  upgrades  were  done 
this  year.  Use  of  Library  computers  and  our  wireless  Internet  access  remain  one  of  the 
most  popular  services  the  Library  has  to  offer. 

Library  Service  Challenges  in  2007: 

Homework  Zone:  We  have  been  unable  to  restore  Homework  Hero  for  the  second  year  in 
a  row.  This  service  hosted  homework  assignments  for  the  Saugus  Public  Schools.  As  a 
result  of  funding  and  staffing  level  shortages,  the  Library  was  forced  to  curtail  the 
wireless  laptop  use  in  the  Homework  Center.  This  resulted  in  long  wait  lists  for  computer 
time  during  after  school  hours  and  frustrated  both  staff  and  students.  The  Library  lost  a 
full  time  Reference  Librarian,  a  full  time  Director  of  Reference  and  a  full  time  Children's 


Librarian.  As  a  result  of  these  shortages  support  staff  struggled  to  provide  necessary 
patron  and  educational  support  for  the  school  children  of  Saugus. 

Shut-In  Delivery: 

The  very  popular  Shut-In  Delivery  Service  has  been  eliminated  completely  due  to 
staffing  shortages.  Many  requests  have  been  made  to  restore  this  much  used  program  in 
the  community. 

Library  Programs  and  Story  Times: 

The  budgets  for  Children,  Adults  and  Young  Adults  and  Summer  Programming  were 
zeroed  out  again  in  2007.  In  the  fall  and  winter,  limited  story  times  were  offered  with 
SAVE  (Saugus  Action  Volunteers  for  the  Environment)  presenting  a  monthly  program 
which  helped  the  Library  tremendously  this  past  year.  The  Library  is  grateful  to  the  many 
generous  organizations  in  Saugus  including  the  Saugus  Rotary  and  the  Saugus  Business 
Partnership  for  helping  provide  programming  in  the  first  part  of  2007. 

Interlibrary  Loan: 

The  Library  was  unable  to  spend  anything  on  collections  this  year  due  to  lack  of 
municipal  funding.  The  only  funds  spent  on  collections  this  fiscal  year  were  from 
minimal  donations.  The  Library  borrowed  significantly  more  from  NOBLE  and  other 
networks  and  loaned  substantially  fewer  items  to  other  libraries.  Saugus  patrons  were 
requesting  more  material  in  interlibrary  loan  and  were  visiting  many  of  the  neighboring 
libraries  when  our  hours  and  collections  were  not  compatible  with  their  needs  or 
schedules.  Their  privileges  to  borrow  through  inter  library  loans  ceased  when  the  Library 
closed  in  June  2007  and  continues  to  this  day  due  to  our  decertification. 

Library  Funding  in  2007: 

In  fiscal  year  2007,  the  Library  was  level  funded  at  $554,705.  This  figure  reflects  a 
dramatic  reduction  in  funding  from  2006.  Although  the  Library  was  able  to  maintain  the 
state  mandated  reduced  hour's  standard  and  materials  expenditure  guideline  in  an  effort 
to  remain  certified  and  eligible  to  receive  state  aid,  many  programs  and  services 
continued  to  suffer  from  prior  budget  cuts.  The  Collection  continued  to  experience 
weaknesses  and  gaps. 

Library  Staffing  in  2007: 

In  February  2007,  the  Library  learned  that  it  was  not  going  to  be  in  the  Town's  budget. 
We  were  told  that  staff  would  be  receiving  termination  notices  at  the  end  of  May  and  the 
Library  would  close  on  June  30,  2007.  There  was  a  possibility  that  the  Library  might  be 
spared  pending  the  results  of  an  override  election  scheduled  for  April  24th.  However, 
when  it  failed,  some  employees  started  to  seek  other  employment.  Through  this  period, 
the  Library  lost  10  permanent  employees  and  for  what  time  there  was  remaining  to  be 
open,  our  hours  were  limited  due  to  the  staffing  shortages.  Employees  received 
termination  notices  on  May  30,  2007  and  the  Library  closed  to  afford  enough  time  to 
recall  all  outstanding  materials  maintain  an  inventory  of  other  Library  belongings. 


Library  Hours  in  2007: 

As  a  result  of  the  ongoing  economic  difficulties  state  wide,  the  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  lowered  the  minimum  standard  of  hours  for  compliance.  The  schedule 
met  the  reduced  minimum  standard  according  to  State  regulations,  but  continued  to  be 
inadequate  to  offer  the  level  and  kind  of  services  our  patrons  expect  and  appreciate. 

Library  Fundraising  in  2007: 

The  Library  would  again  like  to  thank  the  many  businesses,  organizations,  community 
groups  and  individuals  who  gave  their  time,  talents  and  financial  support  in  2007.  The 
Friends  of  the  Library  ran  a  very  successful  book  sale.  Their  fundraising  efforts  have 
helped  purchase  much  needed  copy  and  print  supplies.  The  Pace  Genealogy  Trust  was 
able  to  purchase  $33,000. in  materials  to  enhance  the  Library's  genealogy  center  in  the 
Local  History  Collection.  The  Saugus  Public  Library  Foundation  is  assisting  in  providing 
enhancements  to  the  Library's  programs,  services,  building  and  collections.  The  Saugus 
Lions  Club  donated  funds  to  purchase  audio  visual  materials  and  the  Saugus  Rotary  Club 
donated  funds  for  a  popular  children's  program.  Gifts  in  honor  of  or  memory  of  family 
and  friends,  donated  "Wish  List"  books  and  the  "Adopt  a  Magazine"  program  helped 
enhance  Library  collections. 

The  second  half  of  FY07  was  a  difficult  time  in  the  history  of  the  Saugus  Public  Library. 
The  employees,  some  of  which  have  been  at  the  Library  for  more  than  25  years,  learned 
that  they  would  be  losing  their  jobs  and  benefits.  There  was  an  aura  of  uncertainty  and 
sadness  surrounding  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  Library  that  was  slated  to  be  closed 
after  90  years  of  service  to  the  community.  The  staff  continued  to  serve  our  patrons  with 
grace  and  dignity  up  to  their  final  day  of  operation.

MIS  Department 


This  year  has  been  a  productive  one  for  the  MIS  Department  here  in  Saugus  With  the 
addition  of  Bakir  Becirovic  to  take  over  MIS  operations  with  the  school  department,  we  have  been 
able  to  dedicate  more  time  to  improving  technology  within  our  town  hall  and  its  various 
departments.  Our  email  services  have  seen  improved  spam  services  in  2007,  reducing  the 
amount  unsolicited  email  and  security  threats  by  4.7%  for  the  year.  Website  usage  for  Saugus- 
ma.gov  continues  to  grow  at  a  healthy  pace.  Our  website  received  149,271  hits  from  4/1/07  to 
4/1/08  and  maintained  a  99.8%  uptime.  We  now  have  improved  functionality  in  regards  to  online 
bill  payment  and  CAMA  based  Assessing  map  records  system  which  has  received  a  positive 
response  from  the  public.  For  the  second  straight  year  Saugus  has  been  recognized  with  the 
Massachusetts  Common  Cause  E-Gov  award. 

Our  internal  systems  continue  to  be  upgraded  on  a  case  by  case  basis  and  hold  a  99.5% 
uptime.  The  Assessing  department  has  recently  received  a  new  server  to  replace  the  9  year  old 
system  handling  its  databases.  They  have  seen  massive  performance,  backup  and  storage  gains 
as  a  result.  We  continue  to  investigate  cost  effective  options  to  replace  our  existing  AS400 
system  that  handles  the  town's  accounting  system.  At  10  years  old  the  existing  system  is  well 
over  its  projected  lifecycle  and  is  slowly  starting  to  see  more  downtime.  This  system  is  considered 
by  many  of  us  to  be  the  most  crucial  in  the  town.  We  have  been  in  contact  with  our  various 
departments  for  their  feedback  and  have  made  contact  with  MUNIS,  Data  General  and  our 
existing  company  ACS.  Initial  estimates  from  MUNIS  alone  put  a  new  system  for  Saugus 
between  500k  to  a  million  dollars.  While  we  know  the  town's  financial  constraints  as  of  2008,  the 
MIS  department  will  be  making  an  aggressive  effort  secure  capital  for  replacing  our  aging  system. 
Without  this  crucial  system,  business  within  the  Town  of  Saugus  ceases  completely.  We  continue 
to  replace  our  aging  desktop  systems  and  have  continued  to  hold  98%  uptime.  We  have 
established  our  first  Windows  Vista  client  in  town  hall  this  past  summer.  After  initial  tests  we  have 
our  first  5  permanent  clients  within  our  Senior  Center  with  positive  results.  Migration  from  the 
Windows  XP  environment  to  Vista  will  continue  at  a  steady  pace  over  the  next  few  years. 

Fiscal  2009  should  prove  exciting  for  the  MIS  Department.  We  plan  to  look  further  into 
secure  indoor/outdoor  Wi-Fi  internet  access  for  the  areas  surrounding  Town  Hall.  This  will  serve 
as  a  testing  ground  for  a  system  that  may  someday  cover  all  of  Saugus  to  serve  our  various 
departments.  We  are  currently  exploring  online  video  clips  to  incorporate  into  our  website,  with 
the  support  of  our  public  access  channel  staff  we  hope  to  begin  testing  in  the  summer  of  2008. 
We  will  continue  to  provide  training  to  our  employees  to  help  develop  better  computer  skills  and 
help  with  the  adjustment  to  newer  software.  An  effort  will  also  continue  to  upgrade  and 
consolidate  our  existing  server  infrastructure.  Migrating  onto  more  powerful  systems  will  not  only 
give  us  the  opportunity  to  work  in  more  intensive  software  environments  but  also  boost  our 
reliability  to  99.9%  uptime.  All  new  server  specs  will  continue  to  have  complete  redundancy  and 
hot  plug  capability.  A  full  upgrade  to  our  firewall/security  system  will  take  place  in  fiscal  2009 
along  with  a  full  audit  of  our  network  infrastructure  to  properly  plan  expansion.  We  will  be  further 
researching  a  VOIP  (Voice  over  Internet  Protocol)  phone  system  that  can  be  used  over  our 
network  to  create  Saugus's  own  private  phone  network.  Currently  these  systems  are  very  popular 
in  corporate  environments  and  we  have  seen  an  explosion  in  home  users  with  packages 
introduced  through  Comcast  and  Vonage.  A  recent  implementation  through  Siemens  Systems  in 
Burlington  Town  Hall  has  produced  savings  on  phone  bills  ranging  from  40%  to  as  high  as  67%. 
Software  options  for  our  various  permit  processes  throughout  the  town  will  also  be  explored  as 
part  of  a  continued  effort  to  reduce  paper  consumption  and  improving  our  archiving  methods.
